another, or otherwife engaged; yet this 

radenefs aud difturbance we call politenefs at 
meals, If { drink to a gentleman and he does 
not hear me at firft, 1 muft increafe my voci- 
feration, till fome neighbour of the geutle- 
man is pleafed to give him a jog, and imform 
him that Mr. Gubbins has been fome time 
eflaying to drink his health; the gentleman 
politely returiis the compliment and begs my 
pardon; but I ought to beg his pardon, for 
the incivility in me to difturb him, and not in 
him for not hearing me. 

W hen round tab!es were in fafhion, all the 
company could fee each other ; but the enf- 


tom of drinking healths is now rendered ve- 


ry inconvenient at the modern long corner- 
ed tables.

MONG the many direful difeaks, which the 
mind of man is fubject to, I confider the ir- 
reuitable itch for becoming an author, one of the 
moft dangerous and hard to core, and as it appears 
of 4 comtageous nature, | think it may very pro- 
perly be denominated the Scribling Mania.

genius, and plagiriils building a temple to Fame, 
with the works of others: Is there a periodical 
ce in which chofe ignorant pretenders to 
ieracure are not olten told that their pieces are 
inadmiffable, inexplicable, or flolen, yet ftill (fach 
is the iafatuation of the difeafe) they perfevere in 
dulneis under repeated mortifications. Of this 
clafs is my old fchooltellow Scriblerius, who hap- 
peving to write a few lines, ata country academy, 
ov a very hackneyed (ubject, which received fome 
little applaule, has ever fince confidered himielf an 
author, nor can the opinion of his friends, or the 
printers periuade him to the contrary; altho’ the 
darling cffspring of his deluded fancy are {uffered 
to lic beried in oblivion. Paffing his howie the 
other day, | felt an impulfe to enter and iee whe- 
ther he itill continued under the influence of the 
Mania, and as we were on intimate terms, | open- 
ed the door without ceremony. Scridlerius was fit- 
ting at his cefk, ina profaod Rudy, and was fo abi- 
orbed in his fubject, that he did not perceive my 
approach, which gave me an cpportunity of ob- 
ferviog his more particulary ; his collar was on- 
buttoned and his hair was in the utmof confufion, 
his large grey eyes were turned up to the ceiling, 
his mouth half open, asif co catch infpiration, and 
his hand -retted on the paper, with the pen ready to 
fecure it the moment it arrived. On feeing him

When I had read about fifty lines more, equally 
conneéted, harmonious and fenfible, I told Scrsbie- 
rius 1 would finith it another time, and jo bade 
him adiew. When I had left him-! could not help 
reflecting upon the iil coniequences of his foolith 
infatuation, which matt appear obvious to every 
ove: And thould this relation of bis conduct, be 
the meaus of opening the eyes of thote who are in 
the fame way (for he is not fingular) I fhall be 
amply repaid. 

I would not however be underftood to damp the 
exertions of rifing genius, but to reitrain illiterate 
precenders from ex pofing themfelves, and plaguing 
the public.

EW-YORK, June 25, 1791. 

We hear that the Prefident of the United States 
is not expected to arrive in Philadeiphia until 
about the beginniag of July, as be has appointed 
te meet the Commilffioners at Patowmac, for the 
purpole of feitiag the bimits of the Federal City; 
which meeting is tobe aeldon Monday next, the 
27th ioftant. 

We are informed that the Prefident of the Uni- 
ted States has appointed Oliver Wolcott, Eiquire, 
to be Comptroller of the Treaiury of the Unued 
States, wice Nicholas Eveleigh, Eig. deceaied. 

Weare defired to remind the holders of Diftilled 
Spirits, that no Spirits on hand, previeus to the 
firft of July, can be removed after that day—with- 
outits being examined and marked as old ftock, 
and accompanied with a certificate. 

The fchooner June, Capt. Conklin, from New- 
York to Hifpaniola, is totaily loft on PlaceWreck, 
to the Baltward of Cape-Francois. 

In a hail ftorm in Montgomery county, Penn- 
fylvania, the 24th ult. very great injury was iaf- 
tained—the crops of grain, and in thort every 
green thing within its reach were deitroyed—cat- 
tle, theep, hogs and poultey were killed by the 
hail ftones, fome of which were feund te weigh 
three ounces—-many perfons expofed were found 
to be very much wounded; and it was obferved 
that the horles had large {wellings on their heads 
and bodies, ogeafioned by the itrokes from the 
hail. 

It is faid (fays a Philadelphia paper of lait Sa- 
turday) that Mr. De Teraan, who ferved in Ame- 
rica during the late war, is appointed minifter 
plenipotentiary from the court of France to the 
United States, and may be expeéted in Philadel. 
phia in 5 or 6 weeks. 

An indictment was preferred at Colchefter againit 
a perfon for an affault. Jt appeared in evidence, 
that the plaintiff had attempted to hang himfelf; 
and that the defendant, finding him in that fitua- 
tion, cut him down, tweaked him by the nole, 
and ftrack him feveral {mart blows on the back, 
for the purpofe of reviving fufpended animation. 
The jury confidering that there was no malice in 
the cafe, found a verdict for the defendant. 

Philadelphia, June 21. It is faid that Mr. 
Burke has written to Mr. Adams, the Vice Pref- 
dent of the United States, requeiting him te ufe 
his abilities in leffening the popularity and influ- 
ence of Mr. Paine's *‘ Rights of Man.” Mr, 
Adams, in confequence of Mr. Burke’s applica- 
tion, has undertaken the tafk—his introduttory 
eflay has made its appearance in the Boften Cen- 
tine], and on Saturday laft it was republithed 
here, in dis own paper, under the fignature of 
“« Publicola,”” (Fed.
